Among the relt of the P/almes , ſome of them 
there are, about which the Holy Ghoſts pleaſure 
was , that the penmen thereof, thould take more 
paines then vſuall, and more Arr then ordinarie 
{hould be ſhewed,in the framing and contriuing of 
them : And where he victh more Art,we may well 
expe more excellence; where they haue taken 
molt paines in teaching vs,there ſhould we vie moſt 
diligence in learning that,that is taught vs. 

Ofthis kinde arethe 25.the 37. the 119. and this 

4 Pſalme; ® compoſed according tothe order of 
the Hebrew Alphabet, the verles of them beginning, 
as in Acroſtichall Poems, with the Ictters thereof in 
their vulgar and vſuall order : partly ' to helpe me- 
morie; and partly, * that euen Children and lear- 
ners, togither with their firſt Elements of other 
learning,might hauc an Alphabet of piety and god- 
lineſſe taught them. 

This P/alme,one ofthoſe thus artificially framed, 
is a Plalme conliſting partly of ' Celebration, of 
praiſe and thanks-giuing to God ; and partly of 
® Exhortation aud inſtruftion to vs. 

The words propounded for the ſubie@-matter 
of my preſentdiſcourſe,are parcell ofthe latter part. 
Forin ® the verſes next before-going, the Pſalmiſt 
had encited men to the feare of God: and in theſe 
words he vndertaketh to teach them this Feare.

And ſurely what difference will there be be- 
eweenea Chriſtian Parentand an Heathen, a Chri- 
ſtian Schole-maſter and aPagane ; if the Parentor 
Schole-mafter teach his Children and Schollers, 
matter of ciuilitie or humane learning alone? Do 
not Heathen euen the ſame ? As the Apoſtle ſpea- 
keth in an other caſe, © He that prouideth not for hu 
Familie, is worſe then au Infidel : So here, that 
Parent that bringeth vp his Childe idly, is worſe 
then many an Infidell: he that traineth him vp in 
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and of that that is to come. Of this life. For," There 
ſhall be no want to thoſe that feare him: they ſhall lacke 
nothing that is good for them. And of the life to 
come too. For,* The lowing kindnes of the Lord is for 
ener and euer pon them that feare him; and hs 
? bounty or mercy wpon their Childrens Children. And 
therefore no maruaile if Salomon, as in the Entrance 
into his Prouerbs he maketh the Feare of God,the Be- 
ginnine of all; ſo inthe Concluſion and ſhutting 
vp of his Eccleſiaſtes, he maketh the ſame Feare of 
God, the very Summe and the Enid of all. 4 Summa, 
or Fins rei, Will you heare, (ſaith he) what « the 
Summe, or the End of all : Feare God, and keepe hs 
Commandements : For that is the whole dutic of man: 
andthat is the only meanes to make man truly hap- 
py,the maine matter that Salomon there intended to 
reach. | 
Now this Firſt may teach you that be Parents, 
Maſters and Teachers,what to labour in,if you de- 
lirethe true welfare and happinefle of choſe that 
be vnder your charge, or Gods bleſſing vpon 
them, and your labours and endeuours with them ; 
euen 60 teach them the feare of God. You are not 
to thinke it enough , that you haue taught them 
ſometrade,that you haue giuen them learning, (hu- 
mane learning, I meane) that they may liue by ag 
other day ; but you muſt withall,orelſe you come 
far (ſhort of that you ſhould do, teach them alſo to 
feare God,and (o to ſerue him here,as they may liue 
with him eternally, when they go hence. 
To which purpoſe it is well obſerued, that the 
promiſe of a blethng to be continued to poſteritie, 


chough 
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though made to the obſeruance of all Gods pre- 
cepts,yet is * more ſpecially annexed tothe ſecond 
Commandement in the Decaloguz, which is con- 
cerning the ſeruice and worſhip of God; God 
thereby intimating whar Parents & others ſhould 
principally apply themſclues to hauc planted in 
their Families,it they would haue Gods bleffing en- 
tailed vpon their iſſhe For as for other things,cuen 
" Heathen and Inhdels, or meere Ciuill and naturall 
men, will be ordinarily teaching and inſtructing 
their Children, to forbeare and abhorre lying, and 
fealing,and lovſenes of life, and ſurteting, and ex- 
ceſle, and the like 3 becauſe ſuch things may make 
them vnht for common and ciuill ſociety, or may 
be a meanes to waſte them, and thar, that they (hall 
lJeaue them. Bur God would haue vs, (and thoſe 
that be truly godly will regard it,) to goa 2p fur- 
ther, and to teach them a leſſon beyond all this, 
not ciuilitie alone, but true piety too z that we may 
be bleſſed in them, and they inherit Gods blefling 
with vs. 

And ſurely what difference will there be be- 
tweenea Chriſtian Parentand an Heathen, a Chri- 
ſtian Schole-maſter and aPagane ; if the Parentor 
Schole-maſter teach his Children and Schollers, 
matter of ciuilitic or humane learning alone?

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That Schole-miſter that teacheth them not at all 
that be commitred vnto him, is worſe then many 
an Infidell; he that giueth them humane lear- 
ning onely, is litle better then they. T hat Parent 
or Teacher that doth not teach them Ciuiline, 
comes far ſhort of many Heathen ones; he tha 
doth teach Ciuilicie, and not Piety withall, goeth 
no further then they kaue gone. 

Laſtly , Children alſo muſt learne to feare and 
to ſerue God. If your Gouernors mult teach you 
it, then anefticalelle you muſt learne it. * Remens- 
ber thy Creator, ſaith Salomon, in the dayes of thy 
youth. And, * Whereby ſhall a bey,or a Chila, ſaith 
Danid, make his path pure, but by taking heede to it 
according to Gods word ? 

It is an idle conceipt of many, that Religion 
and Godlineſle is not for Children, that Fich 
things concerne them not. There is no age freed 
from it. And therefore lohn writeth vnto, and 
dire&terh, what he writeth,vnto all, * not to olde 
men, and young men, ſtrong growne men onely, 
but to Children and litle ones alſo. And ſurely 
moſt equall ir is, that as the firit-fruits of other 
things, P the fir;t-fraits of our yeeres ſhould go alla 
to God. 

It is but a Diueliſh Prouerbe , A young Saint, 
and an old Diuell, The Holy Ghoſt by Selomen 
aſſureth vs the contrary : * Teach « Childe , faith 
he, in the trade of his way, and he will not depart from 
it, when he « old. Itis true indeed, that thoſe thar 
haue made moſt ſhew of piety, * when they fall 
away agalne, proue viually moſt prophanc. Bur 
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» where it hath once truly taken roote in the heart, » t, Pro. 2g. 
there it will continue conſtantlycuen toall eternity, ,,1"3 9: 
and neuer dye or decay againe. titur yin ftultiniama 
Let this therefore, good Children,be your prin- CLI 
cipall care and (tudie : (For what (hall it availe ** 7" 
you to be cunning in Tully, Virgil, Homer,and other 
profane \Writers, it you be vnskiltull in Gods 
booke ? to haue learned Greeke and Latire, if you 
learne not withall © che language of Canaan? to © £/.rg.1h, 
baue your ſpeech agreeable to the rules of Priſcias 
or Lilie, if your lives and courles be not conſonant 
ro the rules and lawes of Chriſtianitie? to haue 
knowledge of the Creatures, when you are igno- 
rant of the Creator ? to haue learned that where- 
by you may liue a while here, and neglect that 
whereby you may liue eternally hereafter ? ) 
Learne to feare God, to ſerue God; and then 
God will bleſſe you. For 4 He will blefſe thoſe 4 Pſality.ny, 
that feare him, be they great or ſmall. Yea he will 
take charge of you, and prouide for you, if your 
Parents be taken from you. © Though my Father and © Pſa. 17.10. 
Mother, faith Dauid, ſhould leaue me, yet would God 
cake me vp. * Hewill bea Father vnto you: 5 he f P/al.68.s. 
will ce you ſhall not want, If your Parents haue 5 /<23-4+ 
wrought the Feare of God into you ; *they [hall þ pruy7.a5,u6 
be ſure to leaue Gods bleſſing to you ; they may 
boldly bequeath it you; and you ſhall be ſure to 
partake with them in it,
